Just  in  our  last 
catalogue  there  were  many  examples  of  this  —  such  as 
the  1855  pattern  cent  listed  at  Si 49  and  described  at 
the  upper  right  of  page  39  of  our  last  issue.  We  had

just  one  piece  in  stock,  and  it  went  to  the  first  order 
received.  Now  comes  our  “problem.”  About  a  dozen 
others  wanted  it  too!  The  result  was  that  over 
$1500.00  worth  of  orders  for  this  coin  had  to  be 
refunded.  How  simple  and  nice  it  would  be  if  we 
could  call  up  a  wholesale  warehouse  and  say  “Shift 


me  a  dozen  1855  pattern  cents.”  However,  it  doesn’t 
work  out  that  way.  Perhaps  it’s  all  for  the  best  —  for 
if  rare  coins  were  easy  for  us  to  buy,  then  they  would 
probably  be  hard  for  us  to  sell! 

The  present  strength  of  the  coin  market  has 
prompted  the  thoughts  of  many  to  turn  to  coin 
investment.  “Investment”  is  a  catch-all  term  which  is 
often  used  in  the  coin  field  to  include  just  about 
anything  that  has  a  price  tag  on  it!  The  fact  remains, 
however,  that  certain  rare  coins  have  been  truly 
superb  investments  in  the  past  and  should  continue  to 
be  so  in  the  future.  America’s  economy  seems  to  be 
committed  to  an  inflationary  spiral,  with  the  result 
that  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  keeps  wasting 
away.  The  problem  of  the  American  citizen  is  to  at 
least  keep  pace  with  inflation  and,  if  possible,  to  keep 
a  bit  ahead  of  it.  Coins  offer  the  opportunity  to  have 
your  cake  and  eat  it  too.  Coins  make  a  fascinating 
hobby  and,  at  the  same  time,  they  can  be  an  excellent 
monetary  investment.  We’ve  written  a  short  article  on 
the  subject  of  coin  investment  in  three  areas  —  and 
you  might  enjoy  reading  it  elsewhere  in  this  issue.

State  Coinage  of  New  England  by  Hillyer  Ryder  and  Henry  C.  Miller 
(American  Numismatic  Society,  1920).  An  updating  of  the  Ryder 
numbers  together  with  descriptions  of  several  new  varieties  appears  in 
the  monograph.  Copper  Coins  of  Vermont,  by  John  M.  Richardson. 
Copies  of  this  publication  are  available  from  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  or  from  us  for  $1  postpaid. 

As  the  listing  of  major  types  in  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins  indicates 
(cf.  pp.  23  and  24  of  that  book  —  illustrations  there  are  the  result  of 
much  effort  by  Ken  Bressett)  there  are  many  different  and  interesting 
designs  in  the  short-lived  1785-1788  coinage.  These  major  types  plus 
other  die  varieties  make  collecting  Vermont  cents  a  wonderful 


numismatic  experience.  As  a  perusal  of  the  Richardson  monograph  will 
convince  you,  a  specimen  in  just  Good  or  VG  grade  would  be  among 
the  finest  known  of  certain  varieties.  The  hand  crafted  dies  combined 
with  crude  striking  add  further  interest. 

If  you’re  already  a  specialist  in  the  Vermont  series,  then  the 
following  listing  will  provide  the  opportunity  to  upgrade  your 
collection  or,  better  yet,  to  obtain  absent  varieties.  If  you’re  not  a 
collector  of  these,  what  better  time  is  there  to  start? 

We  can  suggest  collecting  Vermont  coins  the  following  ways: 

1.  A  collection  of  just  four  coins,  one  of  each  date:  1785,  1786, 
1787,  and  1788.  Such  a  collection  can  be  assembled  inexpensively. 

2.  A  collection  of  major  design  types  perhaps  using  the  Guidebook 
listing  as  a  format. 

3.  A  coflection  by  die  varieties  as  listed  in  the  Richardson 
monograph. 

Our  listings  are  by  Ryder  and  Richardson  numbers.  R-l  refers  to  the 
first  coin  listed  by  Richardson  (and  likewise  Ryder).  The  rarity  ratings 
are  given  in  parentheses.  The  rarity  ratings  are  NOT  those  listed  in 
Richardson  but,  rather,  are  those  proposed  by  Dr.  Sheldon.  The 
Sheldon  scale  is  given  herewith:  Rarity  1,  Common;  Rarity  2,  not  so 
common;  Rarity  3,  Scarce;  Rarity  4,  Very  scarce  ( perhaps  76  to  200 
known);  Rarity  5,  Rare  (31  to  75  known);  Rarity  6,  Very  rare  (13  to 
30  known);  Rarity  7,  Extremely  rare  (4  to  12  known);  Rarity  8, 
Unique  or  nearly  so  (1,  2,  or  3  known).  The  designation,  for  instance, 
of  “High  R-7”  would  mean  that  the  coin  was  closer  to  R-8  than  to  R-6. 

1785  Vermont.  IMMUNE  COLUMBIA  cent.  This  coin  has  long  been  an 
intriguing  numismatic  puzzle.  The  Immune  Columbia  die  was  used 
to  strike  regular  Immune  Columbia  cents.

In  instances  in  which  several 
varieties  occur  of  an  obverse  type  these  varieties  are  noted  by  additional 
numbers.  Thus  die  varieties  of  design  number  33  are  designated  as  33.1, 
33.2,  33.3,  and  so  on.  Reverse  varieties  are  designated  in  a  like  manner 
—  for  instance:  Z.l,  Z.2,  Z.3,  etc.  The  Miller  book  explains  this  in 
detail.

(circa  1792)  Kentucky  token.  Not  an  American  issue  at  all.  the 
Kentucky  cent  is  an  English  “conder  token”  struck  for  collectors 
in  the  late  19th  century  when  token  collecting  was  a  favorite 
armchair  pursuit.

WE  SHARE  AN  INTERESTING  LETTER.  .  . 

“Dear  Dave: 

Please  read  this  letter  at  your  leisure  as  it  is  not  a  business  letter. 

I’ve  had  your  catalogue  No.  7  with  me  for  several  months  now, 
both  at  Antioch  and  now  here  in  San  Francisco.  I’ve  read  your 
article,  “A  Treasure  for  the  Future,”  many  times  and  I  would  like 
you  to  know  I  think  it  is  the  most  relevant  numismatic  article  I’ve 
ever  read. 

It  is  very  hard  for  a  collector  growing  up  in  today’s  numismatic 
world  not  to  end  up  like  “Jim - ”  in  your  article  —  I  did. 

I’m  sure  you  do  not  remember,  but  while  I  was  a  student  at 
Georgia  Tech  I  bought  several  coins  from  you.  Two  items  stick  out 
in  my  mind.  One  is  an  English  1953  Proof  set.  The  other  is  a  Very 
Fine  1794  large  cent.  The  English  Proof  set  I  liked  so  much  that  I 
wrote  and  told  you  it  was  the  most  beautiful  thing  I  had  ever  seen, 
or  something  to  that  effect.  I  remember  this  because  you  used  my 
letter  in  one  of  your  advertisements  in  Coin  World.  I  spent  another 
$7  or  $8  for  a  custom  plastic  holder  for  that  set. 

The  other  coin,  the  1794  large  cent,  1  displayed  in  the  coin  shop 
of  a  friend  of  mine  in  Atlanta.  The  very  next  day  a  man  came  in  and 
asked  the  dealer  to  offer  me  $25  over  what  I  had  paid  for  it.  He  did, 
and  I  sold  the  coin  for  a  nice  quick  profit.  Around  this  same  time  I 
received  my  shipment  of  50  sets  of  1964  Proof  sets  which  1  very 
quickly  sold  to  various  dealers  at  $12  per  set  —  again  a  nice  profit. 
Also,  around  that  time  I  was  thinking  about  putting  together  a  U.S. 
type  set. 

My  type  set  never  did  get  very  far.  The  reason,  of  course,  is  I 
wanted  to  make  money.  I  started  buying  coins  solely  with  the  profit 
motive  in  mind.  It  was  not  long  before  I  got  discouraged  and  started 
to  lose  interest  in  numismatics  altogether.  I  could  no  longer 
appreciate  —  let  alone  enjoy  —  my  coins. 

I  stayed  away  from  numismatic  for  several  years  although  I  kept 
up  my  membership  in  the  A.N.A.  and  still  received  some  dealers’ 
catalogues. 

It  was  not  until  about  eight  months  ago  that  I  became  involved  in 
numismatics  again.  Now  numismatics  have  become  a  very  important 
part  of  my  life.  So  much,  in  fact,  1  am  planning  my  undergraduate 
degree  in  “Art  and  Numismatics.” 

I  am  writing  this  letter  to  encourage  you  to  keep  writing  articles 
like  the  one  in  your  catalogue  No.  7.  The  perspective  that  a 
beginning  collector  gets  on  numismatics  today  is  incredible.  New 
collectors  coming  up  nowadays  need  all  the  help  they  can  get  to  cut 
through  and  pass  out  of  the  “quick  profit”  stage.

Newlin  provided  the  following  rationale  that  the  1802  half  dime 
was  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  silver  coins:  ’I  think  it  may  be 
interesting  to  collectors  to  learn  all  about  this  the  most  desirable 
piece  of  the  American  silver  series.  I  foresee  that  some 
numismatists  will  take  issue  with  me  in  the  statement  that  the 
1802  half  dime  is  the  most  desirable  of  the  silver  series.  My  reason 
for  giving  it  the  most  exalted  place,  1  will  endeavor  to  explain.  If  a 
collector  were  asked  to  name  the  four  rarest  American  silver  coins 
he  would,  I  am  sure,  naming  them  in  the  order  of  their 
denominations,  say:  1804  silver  dollar,  1823  quarter,  1827 
quarter,  and  1802  half  dime.  1  assume  that  these  are  the  rarest. 
The  1804  dollar  has  been  restruck.  The  dies  were  not  destroyed 
until  the  year  1860,  and  I  believe  the  pieces  were  restruck  from 
the  dies  upon  two  occasions  a  short  time  prior  to  this  year. 
Disgraceful  as  the  fact  is,  it  is  true  that  these  pieces  were  restrike 
in  the  U.S.  Mint  by  some  of  its  employees,  no  doubt,  for 
speculation;  and  a  restruck  specimen  now  graces  the  Mint  Cabinet, 
and  is  described  in  the  most  glowing  terms  to  strangers,  as  being 
one  of  the  most  valuable  pieces  m  the  collection,  worth,  no  doubt, 
one  thousand  dollars.  1  he  custodians  of  the  collection  know  full 
well  that  their  piece  is  a  restrike,  for  I  am  indebted  to  one  of  them 
for  this  information.  I  wonder  that  they  allow  the  piere  to 
remain,  testifying  as  it  does,  to  the  past  queer  doings  of  the  Mint. 
The  1827  quarter  has  also  been  restruck.  The  1823  quarter  is 
struck  from  the  altered  (overdate)  die  of  the  preceding  year  and 
possesses  no  <  haractenstics  of  its  own.  I  he  1802  half  dime  is  open 
to  none  of  these  objections.  It  has  never  been  restruck.  The  dies 
were  made  for  that  year  and  were  destroyed.  I  have  seen  many 
dangerous  counterfeits  of  the  1804  dollar  and  1823  quarter,  but 
have  never  seen  one  of  the  1802  half  dune.

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COIN  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

We  invite  our  readers  to  submit  questions  pertaining  to  any  aspect  of 
numismatics  within  the  purview  of  this  catalogue.  The  questions  of  the 
most  general  interest  will  appear  in  this  column. 

QUESTION:  On  page  24  “The  Guidebook”  notes  that  “Most 
Vermont  pieces  are  struck  on  poor  and  defective  planchets.”  1  further 
note  that  the  “Photograde”  grading  book  says  of  Vermont  coppers  (and 
certain  other  colonials):  “These  crudely  struck  pieces  were  made  from 
hand  crafted  dies  which  often  resulted  in  interesting  errors  and 
off-center  strikes.  Planchet  imperfections  are  quite  common  in  this 
group.  Many  people  find  collecting  these  different  varieties 
fascinating.”  My  question  is  this:  why  didn’t  the  Vermont  coiners  make 
an  attempt  to  produce  well-centered  and  sharply  struck  coins?  One 
would  think  that  the  state  would  want  to  put  its  best  foot  forward,  so 
to  speak. 

ANSWER:  Vermont  coppers  were  struck  in  two  main  locations:  iiv 
Rupert,  Vermont,  by  Reuben  Harmon,  Jr.  and,  later,  in  Capt.  Thomas 
Machin’s  clandestine  “manufactory  of  hardware”  located  on  Orange 
Pond  near  present-day  Newburgh,  N.Y. 

In  The  Early  Coins  of  America  S.S.  Crosby  quotes  correspondence 
relative  to  the  actual  striking  of  the  Vermont  pieces: 

The  Rupert  Mint  (cf.  pp.  189-190  of  Crosby):  “The  Mint  House 
stood  on  Pawlet  River,  three  rods  from  (Reuben  Harmon’s)  house  —  a 
story'  and  a  half  house,  not  painted  —  a  furnace  in  one  end  for  melting 
copper  and  rolling  the  bars,  etc.;  in  the  other  (west)  end,  machinery'  for 
stamping,  —  in  the  centre  that  for  cutting,  etc.  The  stamping  was  done 
by  means  of  an  iron  screw  attached  to  heavy  timbers  above,  and  moved 
by  hand  through  the  aid  of  ropes.  60  per  minute  could  be  stamped, 
although  thirty  per  minute  was  the  usual  number.  William  Buel  assisted 
in  striking  the  coins.  3  persons  were  required  for  the  purpose,  one  to 
place  the  copper  and  two  to  swing  the  stamp.  .  .” 

Machin’s  M ills  ( cf.  p.  191):  “The  Mint  House  at  Newburgh,  N.Y.,  was 
situated  on  the  east  side  of  Machin’s  Lake  or  Pond,  about  one  eighth  of 
a  mile  distant  from  the  pond.  The  building  was  erected  in  1784,  by 
Thomas  Machin,  and  was  still  standing  in  1792,  at  which  time  the 
rollers,  press,  and  cutting  machine  were  taken  out.  The  coins  were 
struck  by  means  of  a  large  bar  loaded  at  each  end  with  a  500  pound  ball 
with  ropes  attached.  Two  men  were  required  on  each  side,  making  four 
in  all,  to  strike  the  pieces,  besides  a  man  to  set  the  planchets.  The  metal 
of  which  the  coins  were  struck  was  composed  of  old  brass  cannon  and 
mortars,  the  zinc  from  the  copper  being  extracted  by  smelting  in  a 
furnace.  About  sixty  of  the  coins  were  struck  a  minute.  .  .” 

The  hand-setting  of  the  planchets  as  noted  above  would  explain  the 
lack  of  precise  centering  on  Vermont  issues.  The  planchets  were  usually 
lightweight  (to  provide  more  profit  to  the  coiners)  and,  more  often 
than  not,  were  crudely  prepared  and  had  striations,  splits,  and  flakes  or 
pieces  of  loose  metal  adhering. 

The  primitive  striking  methods  would,  in  themselves,  account  for  a 
“rustic”  coinage.  However,  another  factor  was  very  important:  When 
Vermont  coppers  were  first  produced  they  bore  the  sun  peeping  over  a 
forested  ridge  design.  This  made  them  distinctive  and  identified  them  as 
Vermont  pieces  at  a  glance.  However,  the  public  was  familiar  with  the 
multitude  of  genuine  and  spurious  English  halfpennies  in  circulation  — 
pieces  which  bore  the  portrait  of  George  III  on  the  obverse  and  the 
seated  Britannia  figure  on  the  reverse. 

To  gain  wider  acceptance  of  Vermont  coppers  the  design  was 
changed  to  conform  more  closely  to  the  British  halfpennies  to  which 
the  public  was  accustomed.  Although  the  Vermont  legends  were 
retained  (in  modified  form),  the  coins  took  on  the  appearance  of 
English  coppers.  To  follow  this  discussion  you  may  want  to  refer  to 
pages  23  and  24  of  ,4  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins.  The  1786  bust  left  and 


1787  bust  left  varieties(see  p.23  of  that  reference)  of  Vermont  coppers 
are  stylistic  copies  of  earlier  George  II  halfpennies;  the  bust  right 


Vermonts  of  1787  and  1788  arc  copies  of  contemporary  George  111 
halfpennies. 

To  further  aid  in  the  distribution  and  acceptance  of  these  pieces  they 
were  made  to  appear  worn,  even  when  first  struck!  Details  on  the 
higher  portions  of  the  coin  designs  were  deliberately  made  indistinct  so 
that  a  newly-minted  Vermont  would  have  the  appearance  of  a  coin 
which  had  been  in  circulation  for  some  time  and,  hence,  a  coin  which 
had  been  accepted  in  the  channels  of  commerce. 

Had  the  state  of  Vermont  (actually  the  Republic  of  Vermont  at  the 
time  —  statehood  was  not  accomplished  until  1791)  set  up  its  own  mint 
then  undoubtedly  emphasis  would  have  been  placed  on  putting  the 
“best  foot  forward,”  as  you  say.  Indeed,  the  1787  and  1788 
Massachusetts  copper  half  cents  and  cents  were  produced  by  that 
Commonwealth  —  with  the  dire  financial  result  that  each  piece 
produced  cost  twice  face  value  to  make!  However,  from  an  aesthetic 
view,  the  Massachusetts  pieces  were  well-struck,  well  centered,  and 
sharply  defined. 

Logically,  financial  considerations  eclipsed  aesthetic  considerations 
in  the  minds  of  the  Vermont  coiners.  Despite  the  lightweight  planchets, 
the  imitating  of  British  halfpence,  and  the  crudely  prepared  dies,  the 
Vermont  coinage  project  returned  very  little,  if  anything,  in  the  way  of 
profit  to  those  involved  in  it.  In  fact  Crosby,  quoting  an  earlier  writing 
on  the  subject  of  the  Machin  mint,  notes: 

“Whether  the  firm  of  money  makers  ever  coined  coppers  enough  to 
fill  the  pockets  of  all  the  Green  Mountain  boys;  or  whether  they  found 
the  business  profitable,  is  uncertain;  but  from  Mr.  Machin’s  papers  1  am 
let  to  conclude  that  they  never  effected  much.  At  his  mills  perhaps  a 
thousand  pounds  of  copper  was  manufactured,  as  appears  by  the 
papers,  in  the  year  1789  (Note:  probably  antedated  Vermont  and 
Connecticut  issues);  previous  to  which  little  seems  to  have  been 
done. .  .  On  October  14,  1790,  he  expresses  a  wish  that  the  concern 
might  arrive  at  a  settlement  (with  the  partners  involved)  on  equitable 
terms,  and  compromise  their  matters  without  a  tedious  and  expensive 
law  suit.” 


QUESTION:  On  a  1795  half  dollar  how  do  I  tell  the  difference 
between  a  mint-caused  adjustment  mark  and  a  scratch  received  after  the 
coin  was  minted?  I  have  on  approval  from  a  dealer  a  1795  half  that 
seems  to  me  to  have  scratches,  but  I’ve  been  told  that  the  coin  was 
made  this  way. 


ANSWER:  Adjustment  marks  were  caused  by  hand-filing  the  blank 
silver  planchet  before  the  coin  was  struck.  This  was  done  on  overweight 
planchets  in  order  to  bring  them  down  to  the  correct  standard. 
Generally  speaking,  these  adjustment  marks  are  usually  a  series  of 
parallel  grooves.  As  the  marks  were  in  the  planchet  they  filled  the  die 
openings  without  respect  to  the  relief  of  the  die.  That  is,  the 
adjustment  marks  flowed  with  the  metal  as  the  coin  was  struck  —  with 
the  result  that  an  adjustment  mark  is  a  continuous  mark  when  seen 
today.  If  you  look  at  an  adjustment  mark  carefully  you  will  see  that, 
for  instance,  it  may  start  at  the  edge,  go  into  the  crevices  of  a  star, 
continue  through  the  high  point  of  the  star,  and  then  continue  further 
through  the  field  on  the  other  side.  The  adjustment  mark  appears  as  a 
furrow. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  scratch  which  was  inflicted  after  the  coin  was 
struck  would  have  different  characteristics.  A  scratch  tends  to  be  more 
prominent  on  the  higher  points  of  a  coin  and  is  usually  absent 
altogether  on  the  recessed  or  protected  areas.  Thus  a  scratch  is  usually 
not  continuous  except  in  open  areas  (such  as  the  field  of  a  coin).  In 
addition,  a  scratch  causes  metal  displacement.  Usually  the  metal  is  not 
removed  but,  rather,  is  displaced  and  appears  as  a  ridge  on  one  or  both 
sides  of  a  scratch.  In  cases  in  which  a  coin  has  received  considerable 
wear  after  it  was  scratched  this  ridge  may  be  worn  or  absent. 

If  the  above  guidelines  do  not  serve  to  identify  the  markings  on  your 
coin,  then  your  best  bet  is  to  show  it  to  a  knowledgeable  numismatist 
in  your  own  area.  He  will  probably  be  able  to  advise  you  after 
examining  the  coin  in  person. 


QUESTION:  In  listings  of  commemorative  half  dollars  I  see  that 
sometimes  branch  mint  issues  are  listed  with  their  mintmarks  —  such  as 
“1915-S  Panama  Pacific”  —  and  sometimes  without  —  such  as  just 
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“1915  Piiuau  PkiIic."  Why  b  this  so? 

As  all  1915  Panama 
Pacific  hall  dollars  (except  for  some  rare  trial  pieces)  bear  “S” 
mm t marts. v  the  “S”  is  unplicit  in  most  dealers’  listings.  The  same  is  true 
of  l935->  and  1936-1)  >an  Diego.  Often  these  are  listed  just  as  1935  or 
193b  with  no  mintmark  designation. 

Even  the  listing  sequence  of  commemorative  halves  is  not 
standardized  A  few  vears  ago  f  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins  shifted  from 
listing  these  pieces  b\  order  of  emission  (such  as  1892  Columbian,  then 
1893  Columbian,  then  1915-S  Panama  Pacific,  and  so  on,  in  date 
order).  We  personally  prefer  this  way  as  it  enables  one  to  easier  learn 
about  how  designs,  mintage  quantities,  etc.  progressed  over  the  years. 
However,  recently  the  listings  have  been  revised  to  an  alphabetical 
listing. 

Sometimes  there  is  confusion  between  what  a  particular 
commemorative  should  be  called.  Should  a  1918  be  filed  under  “1”  for 
“Illinois  or  “L”  for  “Lincoln?”  Is  a  certain  variety  of  1936  half  dollar 
a  “Bav  Bridge”  issue  or  is  it  an  “Oakland"  issue?  There  is  no  concert  of 
opinion  so  far  as  dealers  listings  are  concerned. 


QUESTION:  In  an  earlier  listing  somewhere  you  mentioned  there 
was  a  difference  in  intent  between  an  1839  no-drapery  half  dollar  and 
an  1845-0  without  drapery.  Can  you  repeat  your  remarks? 

ANSWER:  Without  looking  up  the  earlier  citation,  we  mention 
simply  that  the  earlv  Gobrecht  Liberty  seated  issues  the  1839  half 
dollars,  1838  quarters,  pattern  dollars,  etc.  -  did  not  have  drapery  from 
the  elbow  as  part  of  the  design.  This  apparent  omission  was  later 
corrected  with  the  result  that  later  issues  incorporate  drapery .  Some 
years  exist  with  both  varieties  early  1839  Liberty  seated  halves  are 
without  it.  later  1839's  have  it,  for  instance. 


1877-S  half  dollar  without  drapery  not  the  result 
of  design  change  but ,  rather,  of  the  preparation  oj 
the  coming  die.  1845-0  no  drapery  is  a  similar 


1 875-S  half  dollar  with  drapery  —  as  normally  seen 
on  half  dollars  of  this  era.  The  drapery  feature,  one 
of  the  lower  relief  aspects  of  the  die,  was 
sometimes  omitted  by  insufficient  hub  die  pressure 
or  obliterated  when  a  die  was  reground  and 
polished. 

In  the  l84U's.  1850  s,  and  through  to  the  end  of  the  Liberty  seated 
series  the  drapery  was  a  part  of  the  design.  Drapery  less  varieties  of  later 
years  the  1845-0  and  1877-S  halves  without  drapery  are  instances  — 
were  not  caused  by  design  changes  or  by  reversions  to  the  earlier  design. 
Instead  they  were  produced  inadvertently.  This  was  done  in  one  of  two 
wavs  (  I  )  I  hc  die  was  originally  produced  with  drapery  .  Due  to  die 
damage  or  other  causes  it  was  decided  to  regrind  the  surface  of  the 
coinage  die.  When  this  was  done  the  features  in  lower  relief  (such  as  the 
drapery  from  the  elbow  and  sometimes  the  extended  foot  of  Liberty) 
were  ground  away  in  the  die.  When  later  used  for  coinage  the  dies 
producer!  coins  without  drapery.  (2)  Or,  the  huh  die  was  impressed  into 
the  coinage  die  with  insufficient  force  and  depth  to  bring  out  the 
feature,  in  shallow  relief  such  as  the  drapery. 

Situation  (  I  )  above  ha-  counterparts  in  other  areas  of  U.S.  coinage. 
(■  ramplc-  are  the  poleless  1795  half  cent,  which  were  produced  not  by 
»n  engraving  omission  but  by  regrindmg  the  obverse  die  and  removing 
the  shallower  feature-  including  the  cap  pole,  and  the  I  796 
I.IKEK  FV  half  dime  which  was  simply  struck  from  a  very  worn  and 
possibly  reground  normal  die  which  had  started  life  with  the  normal 
’'LIBERTY"  appearance. 


QUESTION:  I  ordered  your  1838-0  hall  dime  !i»ird  m  your  last 
catalogue  for  $795  in  Uncirculated  condition.  I  must  admit  that  I  had 
two  feelings  when  I  ordered  it:  First,  I  thought  I  was  paying  far  ti>o 
much  as  the  coin  catalogues  just  $485  and,  second,  I  was  sure  that 
nobody  else  would  be  foolish  enough  to  order  it.  I  was  surprised  find 
that  the  coin  was  sold.  Can  you  explain? 


1838-0  half  dime. 


ANSWER:  When  analyzing  catalogue  values  it  is  important  to 
remember  that  catalogues  report  prices,  they  don't  predict  them. 
Hence,  it  is  often  the  case  that  a  catalogue  valuation  may  represent  a 
sale  which  has  taken  place  five  or  ten  years  ago,  as  no  sales  of  record 
may  have  taken  place  since  then.  So.  when  a  specimen  appears  on  the 
market  a  new  price  level  is  established. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  readers  who  may  have  missed  our  1838-0 
listing,  here's  what  we  said  of  it: 

“1838-0  Half  Dime.  Brilliant  l  ncirculated.  The  only  one  we’ve  ever 
owned  in  this  grade.  This  will  probably  beone  of  the  first  coins  to  be 
sold  from  this  catalogue.  If  you've  been  waiting  for  many  years  for  a 
mint  condition  1838-0.  wait  no  longer!  $795.00.” 

What  happened:  We  received  a  telephone  call  from  another  dealer 
who  bought  it  on  the  spot  and  resold  it  at  a  higher  figure  a  few  day  s 
later.  We  received  several  other  others  for  it  by  telephone  and  letter. 
The  other  customers  were,  unfortunately,  disappointed  as  we  had  just 
one  specimen. 

Contrast  the  $185  1838-0  catalogue  listing  with  the  $475  catalogue 
listing  for  an  Uncirculated  1917-S  obverse  half  dollar.  1'Jic  latter  price 
reflects  a  reporting  of  current  market  value  (approximately)  as  enough 
sales  take  place  to  establish  a  firm  price.  A  1917-S  obverse  half  priced 
at  $795  would  be  quite  overpriced,  in  our  opinion.  An  1838  0  in  the 
same  condition  at  $795  is  apparently  quite  underpriced,  judging  from 
the  interest  received  in  the  one  we  offered. 

When  evaluating  coin  prices  and  catalogue  values  it  is  important  to  go 
beyond  the  mere  price  listings  and  determine  such  things  as  frequency 
of  appearance  and  true  rarity.  Some  coins  would  be  fantastic  bargains 
at  double  the  current  catalogue  listing  (in  case  you're  curious,  well 
mention  that  we’d  gladly  pa\  $1500  which  is  double  catalogue  for 
a  1785  Immune  Columbia  Vermont  cent  in  Fine  grade,  for  example) 
and  other  coins  are  expensive  at  half  catalogue. 

Our  own  pricing  is  based  upon  our  experience  in  the  field  combined 
with  a  knowledge  of  the  market,  a  knowledge  of  the  coins'  rarity,  and  a 
keen  sense  of  competition.  And,  as  a  mail  order  business  we  feel  that 
we  have  to  give  an  extra  value  for  the  money  so  as  to  keep  customers 
coming  back  for  more.  We  must  be  doing  something  right,  for  it's  all  we 
can  do  to  keep  pace  with  our  present  volume  of  business. 

QUESTION:  I  specialize  in  half  dimes  and  have  been  searching  for 
over  ten  years  for  an  1853-0  without  arrows  coin  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  Have  you  ever  owned  or  seen  such  an  animal? 

ANSWER:  No. 


QUESTION:  What  is  the  reason  or  explanation  for  the  existence  of 
the  1938-D  overS  “overmintmark”  nickel? 

ANSWER:  In  1938  it  was  known  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  (where 
dies  for  all  mints  —  Philadelphia.  Denver,  and  San  Francisco  arc 
prepared)  that  the  buffalo  nickel  series  was  about  to  be  replaced  by  the 
new  Jefferson  nickels  and  that  in  the  year  1938  buffalo  nickels 
would  be  coined  only  in  Denver  —  and  only  for  a  short  time. 

Apparently  the  mint  found  some  reverse  dies  with  “S”  mintmarks 
“in  stock.”  Rather  than  waste  them  it  was  decided  to  punch  a  “D 
mintmark  over  the  “S”  and  ship  the  dies  to  Denver  where  they  would 
be  used  for  coinage.  As  there  are  at  least  two  different  D  over  S 
varieties,  this  was  done  to  at  least  two  “S”  dies. 

This  overpunching  was  duly  performed  and  the  dies,  together  with 
some  regular  “I)  mintmark  dies,  were  sent  to  Denver  and  were  used  in 
the  production  of  the  7,020,000  buffalo  nickels  minted  there  that  \car. 

It  was  not  until  the  earlv  I960’s  that  the  1938-D  ovef  S fin!  CUM  to 
the  attention  of  numismatists.  It  was  immediately  recognized  as  a 
sensational  variety  which  it  certainly  is.  We  had  the  honor  of  writing 
the  front-page  storv  which  appeared  at  the  time  of  discovery  in  <  om 
World. 

I  nfortunately,  it  will  never  be  known  how  many  were  minted.  It  we 
were  to  venture  a  guess  we  might  sav  that  of  the  7,020.000  bulfalo 
nickels  in  the  1938  Denver  mint  report,  perhaps  a  hundred  thousand  or 
so  were  of  the  “overmintmark "  variety.

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COIN  MARKET  COMMENTARY 

by  Q.  David  Bowers 


Item:  The  time  is  1:56  p.m.  on  Saturday,  October  24,  1970. 
In  the  Manhattan  -  Skyline  Suite  of  New  York  City’s  Park 
Sheraton  Hotel  the  firm  of  Stack’s  has  just  finished  selling  lot 
no.  624,  an  1803  silver  dollar  in  Fine  condition. 

Now  coming  up  for  sale  is  lot  625,  a  silver  dollar  of  1804. 
What  will  it  bring?  The  last  dollar  of  this  date  sold  at  auction 
fetched  $36,000  several  years  earlier.  It  seems  reasonable  to 
conclude  that  this  level  will  be  breached,  and  possibly  the  coin 
might  now  sell  in  the  $50,000.00  range.  No  coin  has  ever 
sold  for  this  figure  at  auction  before.  At  the  1967  A.N.A.  sale 
a  1913  Liberty  nickel  realized  $46  thousand  —  an  alltime  high 
record. 

A  few  moments  ago  a  customer  told  me  that  he  travelled 
from  Texas  to  buy  the  dollar  —  and  might  go  as  high  as  $50 
thousand  or,  if  absolutely  necessary,  $60  thousand.  So  I  knew 
that  something  was  going  to  happen. 

About  an  hour  before  the  sale  Ben  Stack,  a  partner  in  the 
Stack  firm  and  also  the  auctioneer  in  the  sale  that  day,  told  me 
he  had  received  a  “substantial  bid”  by  telephone  “from  one  of 
America’s  first  families”  —  whose  name  would  be  instantly 
recognized  when  it  was  announced  (if  the  bid  were  successful). 

“Now  we  come  to  lot  625  —  the  1804  dollar.” 

“To  be  fair  to  the  telephone  and  mail  bidders  who  could 
not  be  personally  present  at  the  sale  we  will  limit  advances  in 
the  bidding  on  this  coin  to  $2,500  per  increase.  No  smaller 
advances  will  be  considered.  .  .” 

A  murmur  ripples  throughout  the  room  as  the  142  people  in 
the  audience  looked  around  to  see  who  might  be  the  first 
bidder. 

“I  have  $75,000  —  and  I'll  take  $77,500.  Do  I  hear 
$77,500?  .  .  I  have  $77,500,  do  1  hear  $80,000?  $77,500  once. 
$77,500  twice.  Sold  for  $77,500!”

The  1804  dollar,  in  the  space  of  one  minute  and  twenty 
seconds  of  time,  had  sold  for  over  twice  what  any  other  1804 
had  ever  brought  and,  more  importantly,  had  established  by  a 
long  margin  a  new  record  price  for  any  coin. 

Item:  The  "Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,”  a  weekly  publication 
oriented  towards  Teletype  trading  in  rolls,  recent  Proof  sets, 
and  other  similar  material  takes  note  on  the  first  page  of  its 
October  23rd  issue  of  an  unusual  situation  in  the  field  ot 
earlier  rare  issues’  “Choice  type  material  remains  in  strong 
demand.  The  supply  of  ‘cherry’  coins  is  really  limited  —  and 
most  dealers  find  they  have  ready  retail  customers  for  them. 
Therefore,  dealer  ‘want  lists'  usually  go  unfilled  lor  weeks  at  a 
time. 


Item:  Buried  on  page  37  of  our  last  catalogue  was  an 
offering:  “1907  MCMVII  $20  gold.  The  justly  famed  Roman 


numerals  issue.  High  relief.  Considered  by  many  to  be  the 
most  beautiful  regular  issue  United  States  coin.  .  .  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  $895.00.” 

It  happened  that  we  had  two  nice  BU  pieces  in  stock.  One 
went  to  a  private  collector  and  the  other  went  to  a  well-known 
Denver,  Colorado,  dealer.  Then  the  telephone  started  ringing. 
Particularly  memorable  was  a  conversation  that  went 
something  like  this: 

A  leading  dealer:  “1  notice  you  have  a  1907  Roman 
numerals  twenty  in  your  last  list  at  $895.  Will  you  take  $800

Underpriced  at  $ 895.00 ? 

We:  “We’re  sorry,  but  that’s  been  sold.” 

Dealer:  “Well,  I'll  pay  the  $895  you  ask.  Can  you  find  me 
another  one?” 

We:  “We  have  several  other  requests  for  another  one 
already,  so  we  suggest  that  you  try  elsewhere.” 

Dealer:  “I'll  pay  more  than  you  ask  —  I'll  pay  $950.  Can 
you  find  me  one  at  that  price?” 

We:  “We  don't  have  any  at  any  price  and  are  not  expecting 
another  one  in  right  away.” 

Dealer:  "Well,  I'll  try  a  few  more  things.  How  about  a  few 
of  the  1880  gold  dollars  you  have  on  page  35?” 

We:  "Those  are  gone,  too." 

Dealer:  "How  about  some  of  the  under-$100  pattern  half 
dollars  you  list  on  page  39.  1  can  use  some  of  them.” 

We:  “Sorry,  those  are  gone  also.” 

Dealer:  “What’s  going  on?  I've  made  telephone  calls  to  three 
dealers  today  and  I  can't  seem  to  buy  anything  nice.  Is  there 
something  I  don't  know  about  happening  to  the  coin  market?" 


Strength  in  the  1970's? 

Something  is  indeed  happening  to  the  coin  market!  In  our 
last  issue  we  noted  the  kick-off  point  was  at  the  1 970  A.N.A. 
convention  in  St.  Louis.  Coin  World  reported  that  "Everybody 
who  met  in  St.  Louis  came  awa\  from  the  79th  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention  pronouncing  it  the  finest 
in  A.N.A.  history.  '  Numismatic  News  ?aid  of  the  same  event: 
“The  well  organized  and  publicized  event  got  underway  on  a 
key  of  fast  paced  activity,  with  the  bourse,  exhibits,  and 
various  meetings  being  crowded  from  start  to  linish.  Dealers 
report  what  they  term  an ‘unexpectedly  high  level  of  act iy  it \  , 
andthe  convention  auction  yvas  well  attended  In  participating 
bidders.” 

Not  since  the  early  1960’s  have  we  seen  such  a  strong 
demand  lor  choice  and  rare  numismatic  material.  The  key  word 
seems  to  be  “rare”  truly  rare.  Just  about  any  thing  that  i> 
truly  scarce  in  the  U.S.  series  seems  to  be  in  demand  now. 

The  above-mentioned  Stack  auction,  attended  by  u>  ju>t  a 
few  weeks  ago,  provided  a  good  market  barometer  for  all 
series.  Colonials,  always  one  of  our  favorite  areas  of  Vmcrican 


there's  been  lots  of  activity  in  colonial 
coins  lately.  Is  admirers  and  enthusiasts  of 
the  colonial  field  we  hope  this  interest  is  a 
portent  of  the  future. 

numi.'inatics,  dominated  the  tir>t  part  of  the  sale  catalogue.  On 
the  auction  block  were  choice  pieces  from  the  collection  of 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  . 

If  hundred  dollar  bills  were  being  passed  out  for  $90,  the 
action  on  the  floor  could  not  have  been  greater!  Messrs. 
Picker,  Craige,  Roper,  Anton,  Vlack,  Wild,  and  other 
connoisseurs  of  the  colonial  series  were  in  attendance.  The 
price  records  set  were  many. 

Open  the  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins  to  page  33  and  you’ll  see 
at  the  lower  right  of  the  page  an  illustration  of  a  1786 
no-coulter  New  Jersey  copper  “cent.”  The  identical  specimen 
illustrated  appeared  as  lot  no.  92  of  the  Stack  sale.  Described 
as  “1786  Maris  1  l-G.  No-Coulter  type.  The  unique  Maris  Plate 
Coin  and  the  Crosby  Plate  Coin.”  it  was  thought  by  those  who 
participated  in  pre-sale  gossip  that  it  might  sell  for  “over  a 
thousand  dollars”  possibly  even  “as  much  as  $2500.”  The 
coin  opened  at  $2,600  and  in  spirited  competition  was  finally 
knocked  down  for  $4,250  —  to  a  dealer.  Other  colonials,  while 
mostly  of  lesser  scarcity  and  value,  did  well  in  their  own  right. 
Catalogue  values  were  disregarded  as  bidders  vied  to  obtain 
specimens  of  varieties  that,  in  some  instances,  hadn’t  appeared 
on  the  market  for  many  years. 

The  rest  of  the  sale  did  well  also.  The  1804  was,  of  course, 
the  highlight  —  but  in  their  own  way  such  prices  as  $105  for 
an  1831  Uncirculated  half  dime,  $170  for  a  BU  1899-0  half 
dollar,  and  $525  for  an  1878  8-tail-feathers  Proof  dollar  have 
something  to  say  about  the  tone  of  the  market. 

One  actively-attended  auction  sale  doesn't  make  an  active 
nationwide  market  anymore  than  one  swallow  makes  a 
'ummer  —  as  the  cliche  goes.  However,  our  own  experience 
with  the  record-breaking  pace  of  activity  and  response  from 
our  priced  offerings,  the  comments  of  other  dealers,  the 
A.N.A.  convention,  the  many  bullish  comments  in  the  coin 
press,  and  other  factors  lead  us  to  believe  that  a  new  era  of 
coin  prices  is  in  the  offing. 

Three  Areas  of  Coin  Investment 

Recently  Mr.  W  illiam  Rickenbacker  commissioned  us  to  do 
an  article  on  coin  investment  for  his  newsletter,  The 
Rukenbacker  Report.  In  this  article  we  developed  what  we 
consider  to  be  a  significant  and  meaningful  division  of  the  coin 
market  into  three  main  areas;  areas  which  have  in  the  past  have 
moved  independently  of  each  other  price-wise. 

The  “lessons  of  history”  are  always  a  useful  analytical  tool 
when  attempting  to  predict  the  future.  In  numismatics  the 
lemons  of  history  are  well  documented  in  the  several 
publications  which  have  been  issued  on  a  subscription  basis 
<>v*r  the  year-.  The  \ umismatist,  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine,  \ umismntir  News,  and  Coin  World  provide  a 
running  record  of  speculative  hopes,  successes,  and  failures,  of 
coin  pricing  trend',  of  changes  in  popularity  of  different 
numismatic  area--,  and  of  just  about  anything  else  in 
numismatics  that  found  its  way  into  print. 

We  have  always  believed  that  coins  were  and  still  arc  a  good 
in  -itm.  rit  However  not  all  coins  are  good  investments  (some 


are  very  poor  investments)  and  coin  investing  for  investing ’« 
sake  is  usually  not  successful.  Rather,  the  ideal  way  to 
approach  the  situation  is  from  a  collecting  viewpoint. 

“Careful  and  considered  buy  ing  ot  rare  coins  coupled  with  a 
knowledge  of  numismatics  should,  over  a  period  of  \  car- 
provide  the  investor  with  rich  financial  rewards”  that  pretty 
well  sums  up  our  philosophy.  The  “knowledge  of 
numismatics’  phrase  is  the  key.  Without  this  the  investor  will 
find  better  peace  of  mind  bv  putting  his  money  in  a  savings 
account. 

For  purposes  of  this  article  we  assume  that  our  readers  do 
have  an  actual  or  at  least  an  incipient  knowledge  of 
numismatics  —  and  to  such  readers  are  our  comments  directed. 

Our  three  market  areas  move  independently  of  each  other  so 
tar  as  price  trends  are  concerned.  To  a  large  degree  dealers 
tend  to  specialize  in  just  one  of  these  three  areas  or  sometimes 
in  two,  but  rarely  in  all  three. 

No.  1.  The  Rare  Coin  Market 

I  he  first  area  comprises  coins  which  are  rare  on  an 
individual  basis.  The  area  includes  the  regular  United  States 
series  (with  a  few  exceptions)  from  1793  to  about  1940  plus 
colonial  coins,  territorial  gold  coins,  patterns,  tokens,  rare 
paper  money,  and  other  areas  of  specialization.

Blue  chips  ’  like  this  have  done  well  in  recent 
decades. 

In  the  past  the  Rare  Coin  Market  has  been  the  domain  of 
the  collector.  The  investor  has  shied  away  from  this  market  as 
pieces  are  usually  not  available  in  quantity,  there  is  often  a 
difficulty  in  finding  even  single  pieces  of  a  desired  date,  and 
perhaps  most  important,  there  are  fewer  “experts”  in  this 
series  to  talk  to. 

In  a  general  sense  the  Rare  Coin  Market  has  moved  steadily 
upward  in  price  trends  since  coin  collecting  first  became 
popular  in  the  United  States  in  the  1850  s.  It  has  had  surges  of 
growth  accompanied  by  faster  than  usual  price  increases 
during  the  1880’s,  during  the  commemorative  coin  market  of 
the  1935-1936  years,  and  during  the  vast  market  expansion  ol 
the  early  I960’s.  Prices  levelled  off  during  the  1930  -  1933 
Depression  years,  during  a  weak  period  in  the  coin  market 
which  lasted  from  about  1949  to  1952,  and  during  the  slump 
of  the  late  1960’s. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  prices  in  the  Rare  Coin 
Market  have  not  been  as  subject  to  cycles  as  have  the  prices  in 
the  other  markets  we  will  discuss.  The  Rare  Coin  Market  has 
traditionally  been  a  “safe”  investment,  it  not  a  glamorous  one. 

In  an  article,  “A  Treasure  for  the  Future,”  which  appeared 
in  our  Catalogue  No.  7  we  noted:  “By  being  a  numismatist 
you  have  basic  coin  knowledge.  From  that  point  you  are  in  a 
better  position  to  judge  what  is  a  good  investment  and  what 
isn’t.  .  .  Be  a  collector  first  and  an  investor  second.  It  you  want 
to  speculate,  limit  it  to  a  percentage  of  your  coin  buying 
budget  that  won't  be  missed  if  things  don’t  work  out.  1  hen,  if 
you  make  a  nice  protit  you  II  be  happy:  but  it  you  don  t, 
you'll  still  have  the  basic  enjoyment  ol  \our  collection. 
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lo  paraphrase  Hen  Franklin:  ‘Mind  your  collection 
carefully,  and  the  investment  will  take  care  of  itself.’  By 
collecting  carefully  today,  you’ll  build  a  financial  treasure  for 
the  future.  And,  in  the  meantime,  you’ll  have  lots  of 
enjoyment  in  the  search  for  those  elusive  pieces  you  need.” 

Since  1 953  we  have  bought  and  sold  millions  of  dollars’ 
worth  of  coins  of  all  types.  We  have  never  known  of  an 
instance  in  which  the  owner  of  a  choice  collection  hasn’t  made 
a  nice  profit  if  the  collection  was  held  for  five  or  ten  years. 
When  you  stop  to  think  of  it,  that’s  quite  a  statement  as  the 
number  of  collections  we’ve  bought  is  almost  countless! 

We  do  not  consider  the  purchase  of  individual  choice  and 
rare  coins  to  be  a  speculative  investment  at  all.  Rather,  it  is  a 
sensible  investment. 

The  Rare  Coin  Market  has  moved  inexorably  upward  over 
the  decades-  Few  coins  have  ever  doubled  in  price  within  one 
year;  but  few  have  decreased  in  value  50%  either. 

In  recent  months  the  flurry  of  activity  in  early  and  rare 
issues  has  presaved  a  good  future  for  the  Rare  Coin  Market  in 
the  1970’s» 

No.2.  The  “Investment”  Market 

The  Investment  Market  is  made  up  of  coins  which  are 
available  in  quantity.  Modern  Proof  sets  of  1950  to  date  and, 
to  a  lesser  extent,  those  of  1936  to  1942,  and  rolls  and  bags  of 
Uncirculated  coins  from  the  late  1930’s  to  the  present  time 
comprise  the  bulk  of  this  market  area. 

The  Investment  Market  is  very  subject  to  cyclical 
movements.  To  cite  a  well-known  example,  a  roll  of  1950— D 
BL  nickels  traded  lor  over  $900.  live  years  ago  and  sells  for

about  $350  today.  1964  U.S.  Proof  sets  have  had  a  roller 
coaster  ride  from  issue  price  way  up  to  about  $22  then  down 
to  under  $10  then  up  to  $14  and  now  down  to  just  a  bit  over 
$5  per  set  (as  of  this  writing). 

Large  amounts  of  money  have  been  made  in  the  Investment 
Market.  However,  large  amounts  of  money  have  also  been  lost 
in  it.  If  you  have  an  innate  sense  of  timing  and  a  knowledge  ol 
cyclical  movements  (this  is  the  most  important  thing)  you  can 
do  well.  However,  the  concept  of  price  cycles  is  almost 
Unknown  in  literature  published  on  this  subject. 

Typically  an  investment  prediction  in  the  Investment 
Market  will  run  like  this:  “If  item  X  was  selling  for  $20  two 
years  ago  ami  is  selling  for  $40  now,  then  it  will  be  selling  lor 
$80  two  years  from  now  and  $160  four  years  from  now. 

Completely  ignored  is  the  fact  that  the  Investment  Market 
tends  to  move  in  cycles  —  and  goes  down  as  well  as  up.  In 
reading  investment  literature  in  this  lield  it  is  very  difficult  to 
find  any  “sell  recommendations.  The  recommendations  are 
usually  “buy,  buy,  buy.”  Without  knowing  when  to  sell  it  is 
extremely  difficult  for  the  uninformed  investor  to  do  well 
except  in  the  period  of  a  rapidly  rising  market.  Even  then  he 
may  not  do  well  it  he  continues  to  hold  his  investment  after  it 
has  peaked. 

In  our  “Treasure  for  the  Future”  article  we  noted:  "You 
may  want  to  take  a  flyer  in  some  modern  issues.  Despite  their 


ups  and  downs  the  tact  remains  that  some  very  attractive 
profits  have  been  made  by  those  who  have  bought  rolls  and 
Proof  sets  at  the  right  time  and,  equally  important,  have  sold 
them  at  the  right  time.  The  price  of  1951 -S  nickel  rolls  or 
1955-D  quarter  rolls  looks  low?  Buy  some.  The  prices  are 
depressed  now,  and  a  purchase  today  will  probably  yield  a  nice 
profit  in  the  next  upswing  in  the  roll  market. 

No.3.  The  Bullion  Coin  Market 

The  Bullion  Coin  Market  contains  issues  whose  value  is 
more  dependent  upon  metal  or  bullion  value  considerations 
than  upon  collector  demand  or  numismatic  popularity. 

Included  m  this  group  are  bulk  quantities  of  pre-1965 
circulated  silver  coins,  common-date  U.S.  $20  gold  pieces,  and 
bags  of  silver  dollars. 

American  citizens  are  not  permitted  by  law  to  own  gold 
bullion.  Bulk  gold  coins  provide  an  alternative.  As  this  is  being 
written,  gold  is  selling  for  about  $39  per  ounce  on  the 
European  market.  At  the  same  time  a  U.S.  common  date  $20 
gold  coin  (containing  about  one  ounce  of  gold)  can  be 
purchased  for  $59.  Within  the  past  fifteen  years  we  have  seen 
common  $20  gold  pieces  sell  for  as  low  as  $35  (which  was  just 
a  few  cents  over  the  bullion  value  at  the  time,  in  1955)  to  as 


A  St.  Gaudens  $20  gold  double  eagle.  These 
beautiful  coins  have  appealed  to  gold  hoarders. 

Price  movement  doesn't  have  much  to  do  with  the 
numismatic  market. 

Bags  of  pre-1965  silver  coins  —  Washington  quarters, 
Roosevelt  dimes,  etc.  —  have  been  an  active  numismatic 
market  in  the  past  year  or  two.  Prices  are  usually  quoted  as  a 
percentage  of  face  value  —  such  as  “face  value  plus  30%’’  or 
$1300  for  a  thousand-dollar  bag.  The  price  of  these  coins  rises 
and  falls  in  proportion  to  the  silver  metal  market.  The  face 
value,  of  course,  puts  a  floor  on  the  downside  risk. 

Price  Movements 

The  three  market  areas  enumerated  above  each  have 
different  price  movements.  No.  1 ,  the  Rare  Coin  Market,  has  a 
more  or  less  steady  upward  trend  marked  by  few  sharp 
movements.  The  market  is  made  by  numismatists  —  collectors 
who  arc  building  sets  and  collections.  The  investment  aspect  of 
the  Rare  Coin  Market  has  always  been  in  the  mind  of 
collectors  as  everyone  hopes  to  do  well  at  such  time  that  his 
collection  is  sold,  but  investment  per  se  is  secondary  to 
collecting.  The  downside  risks  have  been  negligible  over  a 
period  of  years.  The  profits  are  strictly  long-term.  Week  to 
week  or  month  to  month  trading  profits,  while  not  unheard 
of,  certainly  are  the  exception. 

Sales  are  mainly  through  established  rare  coin  dealers  who 
maintain  comprehensive  stocks  of  this  material. 

No.  2,  the  Investment  Market,  is  characterized  by  price 
movements  in  cycles.  While  rewarding  to  those  “in  the  know,” 
this  is  tricky  territory  for  the  uninformed  as  publicity  and 
advertising  budgets  tend  to  be  greatest  when  the  market  is  well 
on  its  way  in  an  upward  cycle  (and  consequently  past  the  time 
for  buying  at  the  "lows”)  and  more  new  investors  tend  to  be 
attracted  near  the  glamorous  high  points  rather  than  the 
sedately-paced  low  points  of  the  market. 
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h  i»r  thr  know  Inhabit*  investor  who  is  tamiliar  with  cycles 

and  we  again  -tre-.-  the  cyclical  character  of  the  market  — 
and  w  ho  ha.>  knowledge  or  who  has  good  advice  on  when  to 
the-,  market  can  otter  attractive  short  term  speculative 
profits.  In  tact,  the  best  profits  are  not  made  by  long-term 
investing  but  are  made  by  in-and-out  traders. 

vale>  are  mainly  through  dealers  who  specialize  in  this 
material.  Several  leletvpe  networks  speed  communications 
and  k  nowledge  of  price  movements.  As  this  market  is  easier  to 
enter  than  the  rare  coin  market  (not  as  much  numismatic 
knowledge  is  required),  some  caution  is  needed  when  selecting 
one  of  thev*  firms  with  which  to  do  business.  It  is  also 
important  to  select  a  firm  which  is  well  capitalized  as  there 
have  been  some  unfortunate  credit  losses  in  the  past. 

No.  3,  the  Bullion  Coin  Market,  is  independent  of  markets  1 
and  2  so  tar  as  price  movements  are  concerned.  International 
monetary  crises,  war  scares,  and  political  fears  are  “plus” 
tactors  and  cause  prices  to  rise.  The  state  of  the  Rare  Coin 
Market  or  the  Investment  Market  has  no  correlation  to  the 
Bullion  Coin  Market. 

Although  the  Bullion  Coin  Market  is  separate,  many  dealers 
in  rolls  and  Proof  sets  handle  silver  coin  bags  and  common 
date  gold  as  well,  so  there  is  an  overlapping  sales  areas  in  this 
field. 

To  do  well  in  market  No.  3  we  recommend  a  good 
knowledge  of  commodities.  A  numismatic  knowledge,  while 
useful,  is  only  a  secondary  consideration. 

Parting  Comments 

As  recent  coin  prices  indicate,  the  bloom  is  returning  to  the 
numismatic  rose.  Market  No.  1,  the  Rare  Coin  Market,  appears 
to  be  heading  for  good  times  —  and  the  1970’s  should  be  a 
memorable  decade. 

Market  No.  2,  the  Investment  Market,  will  probably  follow 
No.  1  —  and  if  good  times  in  the  Rare  Coin  Market  are 
sustained,  then  renewed  activity  in  Market  No.  2  will  follow.  If 
you  invest  in  this  No.  2  market,  don’t  forget  about  cycles  - 
and  be  sure  to  get  some  good  selling  advice  (everyone  has 
“good”  buying  advice!). 

Market  No.  3  is,  as  we  have  noted,  mostly  outside  of  the 
province  of  numismatics.  As  we  consider  ourselves  to  be 
numismatists  and  not  commodity  traders  we’ll  leave  the 
predictions  in  this  field  to  others!
